The Supreme Court today upheld 
the 1949 federal rent control act. 


The 8-0 ruling overturned a 


decision by U. S. District Court 
Judge Elwyn R. Shaw in Chicago 
that the act %vas invalid.

Justice Douglas took no part in

A "local option" section of the

Shaw 
declared this amounted to an un- 
constitutional delegation of power 
by congress. 


He said congress would not 


have passed the 1949 law without 
the section and ruled, therefore, 
that the entire act was unconsti- 
tutional.

Washington, Dec. 13.—(AP)-Some 2.000.000 war veterans and 


their dependents are due shortly for that congress-voted raise in the 
amount of benefit money they receive from the government. 


The Veterans Adminstration an- 


nounced yesterday that checks to 
be issued late this month for de- 
livery after Jan. 1 will show in- 
creases voted by the Slst congress. 
These cover service connected dis- 
ability and death compensations. 


Veterans with sen-ice connected 


disabilities ranging from 10 to 100 
per cent in degree will receive 8,7 
per cent more money than they 
have in the past. 


The VA says 1.882,000 veterans

Taxes Which Depress Business 


Collier's recently ran an editorial advocating repeal of 


the so-called "luxury taxes" which were enacted purely as a 
var measure vet are still on the books. In part, it said: 
"When a working girl who has scrimped for a $250 coat finds 
that the government has tacked an extra $50 on the price 
ta<r she's likely to think twice and maybe give the whole ide 
up° For that S50 would buy a lot of other things she needs. 


"We can't feel that money gained from taxes which de- 


press business, cause unemployment and inci ease relief pay- 
ments is much of an asset. Nor do we think that a 20 per 
cent lew on babv oil and movie tickets is necessary to keep 
the country solvent . . . It's time that emergency war taxe* 
were lifted." 
. 


These taxes fall on a long list of articles which, in the 


view of millions of people, are necessities in a country which 
prides itself on a high standard of living. In the same cate- 
eorv and equally reprehensible, are the special taxes on rail- 
road plane and bus tickets, which were passed during the 
war largely to discourage travel at a time when transporta- 
tion faciHties were strained. There isn't a shadow of an ex- 
cuse for continuing them. 


Those who favor repeal of the special taxes constitute 
extremely impressive array. Included are retailers, manu-

facturers and labor and farm organizations. The last con- 
gress adjourned before a measure providing for repeal could 
be brought to a vote. The next congress should act without 
delay—in the interest of the consumer, industry and gov- 
ernment. 


The 'Corporation Dollar' 


When an industrial concern sells a dollar's worth of its 


product, what happens to the money? Do the owners- 
pily pocket most of it? The report of a good-sized coal com- 
pany, for the year which ended last April 30, shows how its 
money is spent. 


Out of each dollar it received in sales, this company paid 


out 51.2 cents for labor. 


The next biggest cost was payments made for purchases 


and services, which totaled 32.01 cents. 


Welfare and pension funds, which are solely for the 


benefit of labor, cost 4.91 cents, while government took 4.21 
cents in taxes. 


It was necessary to retain 2.63 cents for use in carrying 


on the business, and interest on long-term indebtedness 
amounted to .78 cents. Finally, out of each dollar it was paid 
"for its product, the stockholders received in dividends 2.02 
cents—a trifle more than one-fiftieth. 


To sum up, the workers in this company received about 


25 times as much as did the owners and the government got 
more than twice as much as the owners. The money paid in 
dividends was one of the smallest items in the concern's finan- 
cial operations. 


As a general rule, workers receive a great deal larger 


part of industry's total earnings than do the owners—and 
government commonly gets as much or more than the own- 
ers. 
In these days, you'd search a long time to find a cor- 


poration in which the stockholder receives the lion's share.

investigating high coffee prices.

testify before the committee. He 
took a somewhat different ap- 
proach to the coffee problem from 
that of Chairman Gillette ID- 
Iowa).
